WHBlREAS, questions have arisen as to the jurisdiction of the courts of 
Iowa, over certain lands and territory lying along the Missouri river, upon 
the western boundary of this state; therefore, 
Be it enacted lJy the General ABBembly of the State of 100Ja: 

SECTION 1. Jurisdiction in border counties. That the jurisdiction of 
the courts of the state of Iowa, in countiu bordering on the Missouri river, 
in all civil and criminal actions a.nd. proceedings, is hereby declared to extend 
to the center of the ma.in channel of the Missouri river, where the same now 
is or may hereafter be, and to aU lands and territory lying along said river, 
which have been adjudged by the United States supreme court or the supreme 
court of this state to'be within the state of Iowa, and to such other lands 
and territory along sa.id river over which the courlis of this state have hereto· 
fore exercised Jurisdiction.
